The Topeka Couimonwealtli publi.sb- 
ea a letter from a lady who was in tlio 
midst of the. recent great hail storm in 
KanaaB.-^ yhe says: The night was so 
pleasant" thftt we slept sitting up till the 
;new conductor woke ua after leaving 
Niokerson. The morning remained 
^pleasant till an ominous cloud appear- 
'ed in the southeast oxtreme horizon at 
Florence as the train pushed out, It 
rose higher and extended norchward, 
like a great dark wave, entirely oblit- 
j crating the light of the sky over whicli 
"^^'itlspread. As it fbse higher and spread 
■wider, it became impregnated with that 
lurid green dye that seenia to indicate 
death and a fearful storm. At tbisi 
time there was scarcely a breath of 
air, but the great black, greenish vol- 
ume had. darkened all the earth around 
and alinost made the use of lamps in 
the cars necessary. An earnest prayer 
'for preservation filled ray soul, when 
all at once came the conviction, "Move 
: to the other side." By this time the 
laky on the north presented a fearful 
appearance, and the wind was begin- 
ning to rise. I obeyed the saored sum- 
nioas, Tor .as such I accepted it, and 
BBked tht) young lady in whose plea- 
sant company I had been to move on 
the south aide of the car with in e. We 
Boucht our new position with a young 
man who occupied two entire seats, 
briefly stating we felt it to bo danger- 
ous on the north side. Just as we got 
•eated a thunder crash and a lightning 
flash heralded the bursting of the 
storm. Then followed such a sliowor of 
ice bullets as my eyes nover witnessed 
before, and I hope never will again, 
and immediately the breaking of the 
W.iiidQW.uPeQurred. by., which I had been 
sittinsr, covering the seat with the 
heavy broken glass. Your readers will 
not believe the extraordinary size of 
the hail stnnes — not like marbles alono, 
but from that size, without any exag- 
geration, to the enormous size of a 
^ose egg. In a few miautes every win- 
dow on the north aide of the car was 
■broken but one, though the conductor 
and brakes man, quick as human hands 
could work, closed the ventilators and 
pat down the slat shutters, which pre- 
vented the great hail stones from strik- 
ing the paaseiigers. It did seem, as 
they fell so heavily on the top of our 
(uir,. that they would fall through on 
our heads, and some did, I was told, 
.in the sleeper, whose windows wpre 
not protected by the common slata. Tho 
ground was literally covered with hail 
stones, many of which must have 
weighed a pound or more, and great 
damage must have been done. One of 
the ■ most i^onderful sights was the 
tiropping' of •. these great hail stonen 
into the streams near and over which 
we passed, causing as they fell no rapid 
ly mountainous and wonderful bub 
:bleB. This storm lasted an hour and a 
.quarter. As we came to Osage City, 
the earth for some diatan'Se was dol- 
lUged, even houses were in water, but 
ithe hail did not seem to extend farther 
than Emporia. 

I'ifty-four were Bmashed to pieces in 
our train altogether. The company pro- 
vided new cars for the passengers far- 
ther east, for ours were full of broken 
Klaes and water.

— A land grant of 
G40 acres ])vv iiiilo has buuii av/ardod 
betv/een Wood Mountain and Qu'"Ap- 
pelle, and thence to. connect, with, .the 
Manitoba and Northwestern for 240 
inile.s. The company must build twenty 
this year and fiftj' each year until com- 
pleted. Ml-. Jackson, member of the 
NorthwoHt council, was here pushing 
the matter. It is understood he will 
run for parliament when the represent- 
ation bill passes, and he got the grant 
for his promise to support the govern- 
ment. 

WiN'.N'iPix), }.ray 5.;'). — The local 
legislature has cabled the president of 
the Hudson's Bay railway, now in 
England, that;, this- province will guar- 
antee bonds of the road to the amount 
of !?t,500,000, at 4 per cent, for 
twenty live yenv.i. Work must be com- 
menced forthwith and !;p equal in 
standard to the Canadian Pnciiic, and 
tho road must be coniploted in live 
years. 

MoNTitKAL, May 21. — It is cstiinat- 
od that 500,000 bushels of oats have 
been shipped to Great Britain from 
Uantida this year. The exports via the 
St. Lawrence river up to May the Ifith 
were 581,000 bushels, agains't 2Gi,000 
bushels for tho corresponding period 
last year. The fullest capacity of ocean 
tonnage is running at the port, and 
Chicago grain lias been refused repeat- 
edly during the past week. 

Two of the oldest and most esteem- 
ed former residents of this city, Messrs. 
James Foster, before his retirement a 
member of the firm of Uowie it Foster, 
grocers, and Eobert Graham, also a 
wholesale merchant, died here last 
night at advanced ages. Both of tho 
deceased have grown up families. An- 
other eHtcenied citizen in the person of 
Mr. Simpson, the manager of the local 
branch of tho Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce for many years,' has been cut olf. 

The funeral of the late Hon. L, S. 
Huntington took place this afternoon 
from the Windsor hotel. The remains 
of the deceased statesman were view- 
ed during all the morning by hundreds 
of his friends and admirers from all 
parts of this Province and the Domin- 
ion. The deceased looked very natural, 
without any trace of suffering or pain. 

Halifax, M-»y 22. — The timber raft 
building at Joggina, for New York, is 
rapidly appro.Tching completion, and 
will be one of the wonders of recent 
years. It will be 410 feet long, 50 feet 
wide, 35 feet deep, will contain 2,250,- 
000 Buperlioial feet, and weigh G,000 
tons. 

Gladstone, May 25.— On Thursday 
lust two boys aged G and 8, sons of 
John Haddock, who lives four miles 
east, left borne to take dinner to their 
father, who was working a mile from 
the house. The boys not arriving, Mr. 
Haddock went for his dinner, and 
found that they liad taken it. They 
not turning up, search was made quiet- 
ly until night. On Friday, searching 
parties consisting of neighbors were 
formed. On Saturday the search be- 
came general, a great many from town 
turning out, and the youngest boy was 
found. On the afternoon of Sundav 
fully a hundred iurnel out, with 
every available hoiae, and continued 
the search without success. On Mon- 
day the elder boy's body was found in 
the river near Woodside's. 

Hamilton, May 23. — Last evening, 
Saturday, a fire broke out in the drill 
shed of the 13th Battalion and spread 
with great rapidity, burning down the 
whole structure in a short time. This 
morniag the site presents a mass of 
ruins of black timbers, truss irons, and 
to the north aide, where tho armory ii 
situated, is a mass of twiatod and bent 
rifle barrels, bayonets, swords and 
remnants of other accoutrements. The 
tire started about 7:30 p. m., and 
spread with such fury that it was with 
great risk that part of the music and 
instruments of the 13th Battalion 
band and the books and records of the 
battalion were saved. 

SuEKUROoKi;, Que., May 21. — This 
morning Arthur I bbotson, the young- 
est son of Ool. Ibbotson, was |)laying 
with a bunch of firecrackers when they 
exploded in his hands. It is feared liis 
eyesight will be seriously injured, if 
not altogether destroyed. 

Maxwell, May 24. — Samuel, the 
nine-year-bid son of J. Linley, farmer, 
a few miles from this place, was drown- 
ed yesterday morning in a pond where 
be had been amusing himself on a raft 
along with live other boys. All -'them 
fell into the water, but only one lost 
his life. 

Toronto, May 25. — Louis Steel, an 
em[)loy6 of Heintzman it Co., piano 
manufacturers, was sent to the post 
ofhce yesterday to register a letter to 
Bell it Co., Guelph, containing .^225. 
He returned with the receipt for the 
registered letter, but has' not been seen 
since. "Word was received from Bell 6- 
Co., to day that the letter only contain- 
ed §I0O, and Seel had therofore, it is 
believed, extracted $125 and cleared 
out. 

Little Metis, Q., May 21. — A 
severe thunderstorm passed over here 
at noon yesterday which did considera- 
ble damage. The lightning struck the 
house of Mrs. Levesque, situated in 
ihe fourth range in Sandy bay, almost 
demolishing it and instantly killing 
Mrs. Levesque and her niece, who were 
taking their dinner at the time. A son 
of Mrs. Levesque was atruck and 



thrown to tho floor, remaining uncon- 
seioua for several hours. No other 
caBualities are reported as yet.

STRIKING BAOK. - ^ 

The tables are turned. Tlio oppotitioii, 
after cackling for woeka past over tlio par- 
liamentary scaiidftla they aro supposed to 
have unearthed, aro now on the defensive, 
nnd the indieatioiia point to thoir liaving 
u lively timo of it, A question which, on 
tho fuce of it, w;io not calcuhitod to pro- 
duce information of a atartling character, 
led to a revelation of tho doings of H, II, 
Cook, M. P., ami Hon, David Mills, ex- 
minister of tho i itericr, which those gen- 
tlemen will hav; .0 explain before parliu 
tnoni riaos. Tho answer to the question, 
whicii explains itaolf, ia as follows: 

Mr. H. H. Cook, in 1870, acquired a 
timber license to cut pine and oak trees 
on the following islands in Georgian Bay: 
OIiTlstian, Hope, Bockwith, Giant's Tomb 
and Beausoliel, In the season of 1872- 
73 ho cut a quantity of pino in thoao 
island."!, tho dues on which amountod to 
S3,879 95. On Octobor 1, 1873, ho paid 
cash §2,079 05, and gave a bond for tho 
halancc $1,800, bearing interest at G per 
cent. Ilo was called upon several times 
to pay tho bond and interest thereon, but 
failed to do ao. In July, 1875, ho wrote 
to tho superintondent-gonoral, Mr. Laird, 
asking for a renewal of tho bond, owing 
to tho dulneaa in tho lamber trade. On 
tho 7th of July the order to renew the 
bond was fjiven by Mr, Laird. On Febru- 
ary 3, 1877, ftlr. Cook wrote to the de- 
partmo[it endorsing a statement showing 
that the men employed by him to measure 
the pine lumbur in 1872 73 had niado an 
over return of 927,017 feet, the dues on 
vrhioh amounted to §1,486 24. ^Nothing 
appears to have been done in the matter 
until October, 1878, when tho remission 
was made by Mr. Mills, of tho above 
8Um, §1,4815.21, and interest thereon from 
the date of the bond, October 1, 1873 
five years, in accnrdanco with a declara- 
tion of William Telfer, Mr. Cook's book- 
keeper. On Oatqber 2nd Mr, Oook paid 
to Mr. Mills the sam of $313 and interest, 
■which togothar with the aiuount remitted 
made up tho amount of the bond, $1 800. 

The public accounts cummittoe immedi- 
ately proceeded to iiivestigate the matter, 
and a much worse face was put on it, tho 
foregoing answer to the question. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Cook did not, until 1877, 
four years after incurring tho indebtod- 
nosa, ovon hint that the claim for dues 
waa excoflsivo: that the lumber had been 
disposed of in thu nii'iiiitirao and that the 
statement ot i'elfur, upon which the re- 
mission was based, contained no other fact 
than that owing to the depreaatou in tho 
lumber trade, Obok'a transactions had 
proved unproGtable. The Sshy look about 
tho affair is that tho application was not 
made until September 28, 1878, eleven 
days after tho defeat of tho government, 
and that Mr. Mills instructed the officials 
to wipe outOonk'a iiulobtednoaa just be- 
fore lie retired from ofhce. There was 
an evident desire on the part of the oppo- 
sition to burk the investigation, but the 
country will demand the fullest enquiry 
into this first compromise of the indebted- 
neas of one of thoir ardent but not too 
scrupulous supporters. 

FLOUR A^D COAlIjUTIES. 

There seems to be little doubt that dis- 
satisfactiou oxi.ita in the maritime provinces 
against the duty of tifty cents a barrel on 
flour, while on tho other hand tho people 
of Ontario — some of them, at any rate — are 
aggrieved at tho coal duty of fifty cents 
a toil. One olVaets tho other. Nova Scotia 
coal wants proteotiou, so docs Ontario flour. 
Not that each cimnot compete well on its 
own territory; but the expsusos (if freight 
in either direotioD, without having a duty of 
some kind.wouldeffootnally prevent amntn- 
ftl interchange of these products. It Hoems 
natural that there should be some kickorH 
against tbo duties, and Peter Mitchell 
•voiced tboir dissatisfaction the other uight 
by moving for tlieir total abolition. His 
chief Bupportors wore the opposition, audit 
wan amuKiug to notice tho iuconsistoot 
poHition ill which those geutlemou placed 
themselves. Tho Ontario liboralH wero 
strongly in favor of abolishing tho coal 
duty; but they dared not say anything 
against the flour duties for fear of oiTbuding 
the farmers. On the other hand the east' 
em liberals advocated the abolition of tho 
flour duties, but wero chary about asking 
lor tho doing away of tho coal tax. And so 
they denianstrated tho absurdity of thoir 
position. A lively discussion lasting for 
three or four hours wa.i brought to a close 
by a division in whioh tho Hon. Peter's 
motion was rejected by a vote 119 to 17. 



TUB G. r. R. FINALITY BILL. 

On the motion for the third reading of 
the bill respecting the repayment of the 
government loan to tho CP. K., Watson 
moved an amendmont expressing an opin- 
ion in favor of the abolition of tho mono- 
poly clause. Tho discussion was only a 
tamG ono, and tho a«iondmont was finally 
rejected by a majority of 07. An amend- 
ment of Troiv's requiring tho publication 
of a list of the lands sold by tho company, 
so that thoy may bo subjected to taxation, 
was acoeptod by tho premier, but Mc- 
Carthy's amoridmont requiring the com- 
pany to give equal mileage rotes from 
Callander westward on goods from Toron- 
to with goods from Montreal was defeat- 
ed, and properly too, by a majority of 82. 
The great objection to the amendment 
was that it would virtually give the 
Northern railway a monopoly of the trade 
from Ontario, and reoognizing this, the 
proposition was voted down. 

MR JESSOFS SALARY. 

The house had a (iold night on immi- 
gration matters lately. In the course of 
tho discussion Mr. Baker impressed on 
the government tho doainibility and jus- 
tice of increasing tho salary of tho immi- 
gration agent at Victoria, B, C. Ho 
claimed that the work entailed on Mr. 
Jessop was fully as important as that of 
the agents at Eineraon or Brandon, and 
the bfiicers thefe''re'oeive $1,400 each. Mr. 
Carling acknowledged tho efficient man- 
ner in which Mr, Jcaaop fulfills liia ser- 
vices, and said if there was anything like 
a large influx of immigrants into Victoria 
the government would consider the advis- 
ability of increasing hio salary. 

A, B. a railway: 

At the first meeting of the railway com- 
mittee the two bills incorporating, respec- 
tively, thff Kootenay Railway company of 
IBritfBh Oolumbia and the Columbia Val- 
ley Railway company, were amalgamated, 
thoy being in the simid lino, one to the 
north and tho other to the south of tho 
Canadian Pacific railroad. Tho promoters 
pf the former road acknowledged that it 



would be in contravention of the mono- 
poly clause; but as the Cuuadiuu Pacific 
railway did not object the bill was passed 
subject to a reserve olauae, allowing the 
bill to take effect by proclamation after 
the written consent of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad has been obtained.

On Nino mile creek, which fulls 
into Whipsaw creek, a tributary of tho 
Similkameen, quite a number of Chinese 
and white companies have located during 
the past two weeks, and are taking out 
fair pay; nothing very big, however.

LoNDo:.', May 14th. 
In the house of commonii on INlunday, 
in moving the second reading of the gov- 
ernmeut of Ireland bill, Mr. Gladstone 
said that he had never at any period of 
his life described what was now familiarly 
known as homo rule in Ireland as incom- 
patible with Imperial unity. Ho traced 
tlio domanda that had boon made for 
home rule, remarked that ho had ropro- 
sontative institutioDs, and he believed it 
to be dangerous in the highest degree to 
the constitution of the country and to the 

UNITY OF THE E.MPIUK 

to show tho amallest hesitation about tho 
adoption of that principle. An equally 
indispensable condition was that home 
rule should bo compatible with the unity 
of tho empire. The member who repro- 
Bontod tho nationalist party from Ireland 
declared that what ho meant by homo 
rule was autonomy for Ireland, That 
was well-known to European law and 
practice. It mount the management and 
control of thu all'aira of a country in a 
manner perfectly compatible with tho full 
maintenance of Imperial unity. Mr, 
Gladatono proceeded at groat length to 
trace the history of legislation for Ireland 
since 1798, dealing principally with tho 
coercive measures that had been paaaed, 
followed by remedial acts of parliament, a 
system which he characterized as a gov- 
ornmont of "judicious mixture." Re- 
gardin",' the suggestion that tho question 
should bo dealt with free from party 
spirit, ho askod was there a dreamer in 
In the wildest of his dreams who could 
imagino that they could work the free in- 
stitutions of this country on any other 
principles than those which our forefath- 
ers had handed down to us, and which 
had made tho country what it was? He 
did not think they could go on without 
party spirit in tho general conduct of tho 
country, and yet thoy wero asked to cast 
out party spirit when they came to deal 
with Irish uflaira. Tho course taken by 
tho govornraont was in strict accordance 
with the traditions of the old whig party, 
and he quoted Sheridan, Fox and Burke 
in support of hia argument. 

CANADA 

was illustrated as an example of the suc- 
cess of home rule, and ho replied to tho 
aaoertions that had been made that the 
measure meant separation, I^Ir. Qlad- 
atono said that Lord Uartington had ac- 
cepted a responsibility only second to his 
own in the course of action hia lordship 
was pursuing, and he called upon him to 
declare his policy. Lord Hartington 
moved the rejection of tho bill, and after 
a long disouaaiun tho debate was ad- 
journed.

The PiOTURESquENcas of the'holy City - 
8T8EET 80BHE8- -Site or the Tempie- 

Nearly every one makea the journey 
from Jaffa on horseback, though a few 
use the old fashioned vehicles without 
springs, of the same type that Assyri- 
an.4 emjiloyed thirty centuries ago The 
city is entered by JaHa gates. The 
walls arc very well pre.served, boing 
only 500 years old. No city of the 
Orient retains more of the [licturo.sriue- 
iiess of the past Doubtless this i.4 in 
part due to the fact that all the build- 
ings are constructed of stone. It is 
located on the crest of two nioun- 
tains—Moriah and Zion— but little 
timber is found and lo transport it to 
the city would be oostly. The streets 
do not need macadamizing; they are 
trenches on the solid rook. The houses 
being of the same material and sub- 
stantially built it is impossible to des- 
trov the town by fire, and ,so family 
after family and generation after gen- 
eration inhabit undisturbed the 
nwi:i.i-iS(: OK TiiKin .^nckstoks. 

The houses iuchide, aH part of the 
roof a small and circular dome, around 
which is built a level wtilk, where 
every one loiters during the twilight 
and early evening. What seems 
strange is the small space to which 
the city is contiiuid. In reading Jose- 
pliua, where he stales that 100,000 
people inhabited Jerusalem during the 
siege of Titus, one marvels where they 
could have stowed themselves. The 
present walls follow the lines of those 
then destroyed and yet the 45,000 in- 
habitants now living seem to till all 
tlif) enclosed space. It ia true that 
little ground is occupied by gardecs, 
and there is not in the city un avenue 
as wide as Pine street. • No sidewalks, 
no sewers, no public squares exist. 
You must walk in the middle of the 
dirty lanes, fighting your way among 
camels, donkeys, and dogs. For us in 
Con.staiitinople and in fact all Turkish 
cities, dogs are the scovongers. Old 
Jenihalou) up to tho time of David was 
built on the summit and sides of 
Mount Zion. .Solomon built the tcm-; 
l)le on Mount Moriah and around it 
giiuliially built another town. In 
time the declivity between tiio two hills 
was tilled, so that now the road from

to the temple grounds is level. The 
jicriphftry of the walls e.xclude many 
points of interest still located, as the 
garden of Gethsemane, occupied as a 
monastery. The ground is covered 
with olivo trees, one of which is said 
to be coeval with the criicifixion. Geth- 
semane is perhaps 200 yards from the 
east; wall, and immediately below in 
tlie valley of tho Kedron i.s the tomb 
of Absolom. The top of iMounL Olive, 
■which shadows Gethsemane, is a mile 
from the city walla The Bamo is well 
njiplied, for olive trees nbound on ita 
sides, and the Jerusalem olivo is cele- 
brated throughout Syria for its si;40 
and Rucculent flavor. On the site of 
Solomon's iem])Ie, Omar, who conquer- 
ed the city in its seventeenth century, 
has erected a'^'moaquffi or 'Turkisb 
church. 'This building is the oldest 
existing example oi Arabic, or what is 
subsequently termed Saracenic urchi 
tecture. It must have been the model 
for the CliriBtiaii edifice on ' Mount 
Calvary; ami, in fact all the churches 
and .syiK'igoguoH in the city do par- 
take of the light material, the intricate 
web of the windows, with their multi- 
tude of small orifiices, and the gaudy 
colors that characterizje^^th,e Orientals 
both in their buildingsiartd costumes.

Cable. Frank Stockton and Otmers. 

New York letter in Rochester Demo- 
crat: James li. Osgood's viHit to Lon- 
don ia in the interest of the Harpers, 
and if ho can content liimself tliere be 
maj remain for several years. Ho will 
find_:an v interesting = f group .;of Ameri- 
■ clan ^litefateuf sin Bi'itiah capital 
among whom George AV. Smalley is 
prominent. Ho is the son of a olorgy- 
ninn and holds the important position 
of Tribune correspondent. One of Os- 
good's objects will be to engage first- 
olRBB.firitiab talenb for the Harpera. 
• When a'writer wins repuiatiou he 
can naine his own price, but before this 
ia attained he generally has to endure 
some severe struggles. Out of the im- 
mense multitude of American writers 
there arc hardly more than a dozen 
that can 'command first elaaa"-' pay. 
Among the most favored novelists is 
F. Marion Crawford, who gets $5,000 
for each of his productions, but public 
taste is very fickle, and as soon as the 
demand slackens his pay must decline. 
Mrs. Burnett has also been liberally 
paid, and some of her tales have 
brought as much as Crawford's. 

ANOTUl'.K r,UCKY AUTUOlt. 

W. D. Howells is also one of the 
fortunate few, and as he approaches 
his fiftieth year (he was born in 1837) 
he may feel assured that ton years 
more of labor will make him rich — 
that is for a litorateur. Howells is the 
son of an Ohio printer, and worked at 
the trado, gradually becoming a writer 
aa well as a type-sticker, until at 21 
years he reached the dignity of editor- 
ship in the capital of the State. Along 
with this rapid development was a 
turn for poetry, and the next year he 
issued some of his verses in book form, 
which were favorably received. Then 
oame life in Venice, whither he was sent 
as consul, and after four years' service 
lie'returned with an unusual experience 
for- a man. of 28. Ho had been for 
some years a contributor to the Atlan- 
tic, and became assistant editor, and in 
his 31at year was made editor-in-chiof. 
This is certainly rapid progress in lit- 
erature, while in domestic life be was 
at the' head of an inteiresUng family. 
His'incomo has bean continually on the 
advance, and his recent engagement 
with the Harpers brings him to this 
city with a salary probably not leas 
than $7,000 u year. 

SOME OTllKR t'AMOU.S NAMliS. 

George W. Cable, whose readings 
are so popular, was at one time a book- 
keeper in a Southern commercial bouse. 
His books now are of a very different 
character, but he makes mora as a 
reader than a novelist. Thomas W. 
Higginson is a clever "Yankee maga«- 
inist, and reiiresents one of the oldest 
New Eujland families. Ileis a Harvard 
graduate and has been a preacher, and 
was also a colonel in the Union army, 
having commanded the first ragiment 
ever recruited among the negroes. His 
brother-in law, Colonel Shaw, also had 
a colored regiment, at the head of which 
he fell in action, surrounded by dark- 
hued heroes, who shared his noble fate. 
Colonel Higginson has long been a fav- 
Tprite with the readers of the Atlantic, 
* and his essays in that periodical have 
since been collected in book form. He 
is also one of the most popular con- 
tributors to Harper's Magazine, and 
his articles are considered wortliy of 
the finest illustrations, 

IIKNRV JAMKS. 

This man is a well-known author, 
and thougli less popular than Howells, 
still holds an important place in cur- 
rent literaturft He is descended from 
an opulent Albany family, and still re- 
tains a share of inherited wealth, but 
New York is the place of his nativity. 
His youth was to a largo degreo spent 
abroad, and he almost makes it a mat- 
ter of boast to be a citizen of the 
world. His literary career began on 
the Nation and the foreign letters were 
followed by tales for the magazines, 
which attracted much attention. He 
has since then written some clever nov- 
els, and being now in the fulness of 
manhood may bo expected to do some 
still better work than any which has 
come from his hand. 

IIAWTHOKNE AND STOCKTON. 

Julian Hawthorne is one of the finest 
looking of modern literati, and is noted 
for bis Qow of humor, as vicll as for 

creative power. He does not inherit 
that mastery over the world of mystery 
which characterized his father, but he 
poasQsses some other rare gifts, and 
has fairly won his literary rank. It ia 
decidedly unfavorable to him (or any 
other man) to have a distinguished 
father. Frank Stockton is much of an 
itinerant, and this enables him to pick 
up those humorous incidents which 
render him bo attractive. He is now in 
his 52 year, and lias not only been con- 
nected with (he best jieriodicals in 
Philadelphia and New York, but has 
written some capital books, and his last 
ia'decidedly the best hit he bas ever 
made. K. IT, Stoddard is a very clevsr 
poet, but ho wisely pursues the more 
practical features of literature and 
made iiis mark in the Mail and Jix- 
press. He is aluiost the only man left 
.who can remember Edgar A. Poe, to 
whom he sent some of his early vorses. 
Poe, who was then publighing the 
Bro.idway Journal, suspected fronn hia 
merit tl»at they were stolen, and the 
only encouragement the callow poet 
received was uoiiui sharp and bitter 
words which accompanied the refusal. 
This was certainly unpleasant, but en- 
abled Stoddard . to a&y that he bad seen 
one who has since become the object 
of intense interest. It was said by one 
of old, "Virgilium vidi ipsum." (I even 
saw Virgil), and to have seen Poe, 
even under such unfavorable circum- 
stances, must now aflbrd some satisfac- 
tion. 

WILL CARLETOJJ. 

Among the younger American poets, 
jiono are perhaps better known or uni- 



versally admired than "Will Oarleton. 
It is a singular fact that the western 
poats seem always to strike a new vein 
of thought or feeling. It i.s useless 
for the pedagogues to pour out the 
faults of Carleton's poetry and tell us 
that the verses are not properly con- 
structed here or ungrammatical there 
for there are pointed out the same er- 
rors in Poe, they showed us where tho 
great Dickens was at fault, in fact 
every one whom the people admired 
was faulty in their eyes, But not- 
withstanding this.Diokens touched the 
heart-sti'ings of his readers, thoy wept 
or laughed at his bidding, and so it 
was with Edgar A. Poe. Say what 
his maligners will, the author of Ulal- 
unip, the Bells, the Raven and Israfsl 
stands higher in thu estimation of the 
people than if they bad let bis mem- 
ory rest in peace. Even so ia it with 
Carletou. His is also a master hand 
in sounding the human heart-btrings. 
He was born near Hudson, Lenanoa 
Oo., Iklichigaii, in liS15, and was bred 
as farmer's boya usually are. His de- 
sire for! knowledge, however, led him 
to walk five miles to the district school, 
where ho studied liatin. Algebra, etc. 
In ISGf) he entered college, helping 
todefray hisexpensea by teaching. Grad- 
uating in 18G0 he joined tho editorial 
staff of a Chicago paper and later bu- 
came editor of the Detroit Weekly 
Tribune. In 1868 he wrote bis first 
poem "Fax," and at his graduation in 
ISGO "Rifts in the Clouds." In 1S70 
for Decoration I >a y he wrote 'Cover 
Them Over.'" hi IS? I master 
work "Betsy and 1 are Out" aiipear- 
ed, and soon after "How Lietsy and I 
Made Up," and "Over the Hills to tlio 
Poor House." In 1873 he produced 
"Farm Ballads," and in 1875 "Farm 
Legends." In 1881 -'Farm Festivals" 
appeared, all of which ivore handsome- 
ly illustrated. Some of his work gives 
evidence;) of hasty production, but 
taken altogether Oarleton is a poet of 
whom Americans aan justly be proud.
